The anniversary eeh^bration oc- 
eurre<l on 'I'hnrsday eveninp; at K 
o'clock. The church was well tilled 
with deaf and hearing friends. 
Ainonn tliem were several (der^y- 
men and jn-ominent churchmen. 
The only d(>corations weie two 
beautifullioiKiuets of white (lowers 
in the vases on tlie rei-edos. 

It was nearly half i)ast eight when 
the clergy entered the chnrch room 
from the rear, led Wy Liiy-R< ader 
Smielaii. He was followed by Rev. 
Oliver .f. Wlii'din, of the Haltimore 
Mission to tlie Deaf ; He v. J. M. 
Koehler, I'astor of All Souls' ; Kev. 
S. (;. Hill, Hector of (Jraee Church, 
Mt. Airy, anil Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Diocesan t'/ominission 
on Church Work amon« th<^ Deaf ; 
Rev. .Totiii Chamberlain, D D., As- 
sistant Rector of SI. Ann's Church 
for Deaf-Mutes, New York ; and 
the Rt.

Rev. Mr. Kotdiler preached the 
anniversary sermon, Rev. Dr. 
Chamberlain reailing his niann- 
seript. It is as follows:— 

" U s(>etns fitting to begin this 
Atniiv(>r.«ary adiircss with .som<< ac- 
count of the Mission to Deaf-Mntes 
in this city, leading up 10 the 
presents centre of work. For such 
il history we can best refer to the 
admiralile sermon preached liy the 
Rev. Dr. J. A. Harris, at the con- 
secration services iu 1888. 

"The (irst church .service for tlie 
deaf in Philadelphia seems to have 
been held at St. Stephen's Church, 
Dr. Duehachet (h<>n being rec- 
tor, on the evening of Friday, 
Abirch 1, 18.5'.», by Rev. Dr. 
Thomas (Jallaudet. 

" At this .service about flO 
d(*af people were present. After 
this,' Dr. Galhiudet i-ante from 
New York about once a tpiar- 
ter, ami held services at various 
churches as con venicnCe serveil. 
until in 18(i1, the mission be- 
came identitieil "ilh an effoit 
lo organize ti in>w p;irish to be 
ciilleii St. .hihu Clirysoslom, ni; 

der lh(> • '"cship of tliiKe^ 

Samui ' TJ>e«Oi's 

held in 1 iie niapel of iiir i-.jn- 
eojial Academy, and Dr. (Jul 
hmdet kept up there the .sei 
vices for lh(> deaf, the idea ii]- 
pt>aiiing to be to build up a 
eonibiin'd parish like Si, Ann's 
in New York. 

"The effort, however, failed; 
but not until a buihling liind 
amounting to some two thou- 
.sand dollars ($'•2, 1)00) had been 
rsiiscd, ])arlly liy the hearing (M)n- 
giegation.and partly by the deaf. 

"On l)ecoini)er I'J, 18(i4, IJishoj) 
Alonzo Potter i)resided at a meeting 
called to (h>vise means of resuming 
ttJid continuing lh«' servi<-es for the 
deaf, Dr, (Jallaudet spoke tinil 
Uishop Stevens (l\i(>n Assisitinl 
Bishop) moved resolutions by svhieh 
a eommiili'e was ajipointed to 
further the work. Sliortly after 
this the Rev. F. Dilllon Kgau, who 
was Dr. (Jalhiudet's assistant at 
St. Ann's, was called to the rector- 
ship of Calvary Monumental 
Church, at Front and Margaretta 
Streets, 'J'he formal union of the 
mi8.sion to the Doaf with tins pttrish 
was efTected on Sunday, October 8, 
18(j5, Uishop Stevens preaching the 
sermon. 

"The building fund of $'^HHl nien- 
tioiKMl above was tuint'd over to the 
vestry and expended in various im- 
lirovements to the church and a 
deaf man was eliosen to tiie vestry. 
Mr. Kagan left the piiri.sh in ISGCi, 
and the Rev. Dr. F. J. Clerc, then 
rector of St. .lohn's C'hurch, Car- 
lisle, Pa,, was called to Calvary. 
His leettu'ship last(>d tnun Sep- 
tetnber 1st, t8()ri, till June 1st, 18(58, 
when ho became wjirden of the 
Hurd Orphan Asybim of St. Ste- 
pthen's Church. stij>ulating, liow- 
ever, that in that capacity, he 
should l)e fret" to give Sunday after- 
noon to the mission at Calviiry. 

"(Calvary church proving unsuit- 
able, the last service^ was held there 
in .lanujiry, 18(it), and the work 
was transl'erred to St. StephtMi's 
Church, lhrou;;h the kind interest of 
the Reetiir, the Rev. Dr. Rudder. 

"On March 2d, 1872, the Mission 
wtis formally aecei)trd, as part of 
the Parish of St. Steplien's. On 
Whit Sunday of tlie sauM^ year. Dr. 
Cleic's services, as pastor of the 
Mission, cei\sed. For some lime, 
however, he continued to assist the 
Rev. Dr. (iailaudet, upon whom the 
supply of services fell. 

"On January 3lst, 1876, Henry 
Winter Syh> began his ministrations 
as Lay Header. 

"On October 8th, lS7(i, Mr. Syle 
was ordained deacon, and in 188;{, 
he was advancetl to the Priesthood. 
" Meanwhil(>, Hishej) Stevens, who 
had always Ihmmi de«>p!.\ interested 
in the work, became eonviiieetl tliat 
a wider work could be <lone than 



was ppssilile within the limits of a 
merely parochial mission, and in 
1878 he brought foiward in Ids con- 
vention address tt pbtn for extend- 
ing the scope and usefulnes.s of the 
work Tho result was that in 1880 
the convention authorized the ap- 
pointment of a " Commi.ssion on 
Chur;'h Work Among the Deaf" 
under who.se fostering*eare the mis- 
sion still continues. 

"In 1884, St. Stephen's Church 
formerly relintxuished the mission 
As part of its Parochittl work. Al- 
though olTering the continued free 
use of the C'hurch and Parish 
Building ; but it was thought that 
the work would lie promoted by re- 
moval, and jiccordingly thes(>rvices 
were transferred to the Church of 
the Covt>nant in Filbert Street, until 
1887, wli»>n the building was soUl. 
[After the sale of the Church of 
the Covenant, All Souls' Mission 
removed to St. Andrew's Cliuix'h, 
Eighth Street above Spruce, but 
remained there only a brief time, 
owiny: to the- fact that no rocTms 
could be 8e<'ured at convenient 
times for the use of the branches of 
the Mission - J. S H.l Then tho

Mission returned lo St. Stephen's, 
until in the Provi ience of (iod it 
eaine into possession «>f this build- 
ing. 

"The buildingfund, which r»>sull- 
ed in (he eonset-niie*! House of tied 
in wlii»'h we are to ilay a,s.sembled, 
was begun in 1878. For tlie en 
conriigenu-nt and enlighlenuient of 
any who may be inclined to dis- 
parage ' the day of small things,' 
it is an interesting fact now put on 
record this day, that the first con- 
tribution wasonly twetity-ttve cents, 

made by an aged lady, Mrs, M. A. |»h>!i)liiH, iibout 350 iiie 
Paullin, one of the pupils admitted the congreg.ition of 



vo the IVnusylviinia Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, in 1830. 

" When making her U4)Utribution, 
she declared, in all seriousness, 
thtit she would not live to see this 
church. Hut, not only <lid she live 
lo witness its consecration, she is 
here thisevening, jin honored guest, 
rejoicing that she has proven a 
false prophet ! Slowly l)ut surely 
the ' window's' mite 'increased,' 
until on December 8th, 1888, faith- 
ful hope and ze.'ilovis labor were re- 
waided by the con.secratlun of this 
building, the /;'r,s'/ church in Ameri- 
ca exclusively for the dettf. 

"The loiidiugof Providence was 
very evident in the steps which 
resulted in acquiring this property, 
espi<-ally iu the lin.-il siinisof money 
needed, beingsent just when they 
were retiuired the building fund 
accnmulateil (hiring ten years by 
the deaf eougrogation, assisted by 
liberal friends, especially in tite 
Church of the Holy Trinity, 
amounted to $8,000". In March 
1888, the Dioce.ssan Commission, re- 
ceived $0,000, ' for building pur- 
poses,' frt)ni the estate of Misst"'. M. 
IJohlen. 

" Within two months, this pro- 
perty was found, and a generous 
grant of i?l,0(H) from the Soeiety for 
the Advancement of Christianity in 
Pennsylvani.-i, enabled tlu> comph>- 
tion of the building free of debt. 

"With the oeeupation of its own 
liuilding, new life appeared in 
«>\ery dep.irtmeiil. Tht^ increase in 
atteiidaiiee, zeal and work, was 
marked; and these have continued 
since. Plans were formed for en- 
larging the various departments of 
paniehial work. 

" iiible classes. Working People's 
Club, Pastoral Aid Society, Night- 
schools, lieatiing rooms and Iai)ra- 



ry, and the varied activities need- 
ed in a mission of this charai-ter 
which the accommodations htive 
seemed to make possible. Hut no 
stM)ner were the foundations lai<l 
stnmg and deep, than the master 
workman's hands were stilled — in 
Utile more than a year he was call- 
ed to his reward — " well done thou 
go. d iind faithful servant, enter 
thou into the joy of the Lord." 

" All Souls' Church will ever be 
th(> memorial of Henry Wintei' 
Syle's unflagging zeal for the work 
which he loved and for which he 
gave his life. 

" The work has continued ;ilOiig 
the lines marked by the founder, 
and experience has demonstrated 
the soundness of the judt;nienl 
thill formubited them. 

"Our location is most central 
and convenient, when it is consider- 
ed that our people come from all 
parts of the city. Il is a coinci- 
dence that as far back a« 1870 il 
was suggested to locale the Mis- 
sion at !)th and Hnttonwood, only a 
few [docks from this site, as a 
chiipel of St. Stephen's. "The 
eongre«ation is organized as 'All 
.Souls' Parish (Tuild,' the HoanI 
of Managers of wliich corres- 
ponds lo the onliiiary ve'dry. 
The title to the property is vest- 
ed in the Incorporated Tru.stees 
<if the Diticese, to be held for- 
ever as a church for ilejif- 
mutes, undei control of tin 
Hisl.op. The seats are always 
to be free. The con;rreir,>(tion 
is composed entirely of adults 
It is ;i gathering <if iiulividuiils

"As our older members die (ir 
move away, they leav<> among us no 
successors of their blood trained up 
in the church. 

"So the very nature of the people 
makes the work always to remain .-i 
nii.s.'iion. 

" For deaf childri'ii lielongin^; to 
church families, or whii,s(> partMits 
desire them to be brought'np in the 
church, as luivnch mission is <'iir- 
ried on at (Jrace Church, .Mt. Airy, 
where we have a class of 30 pupils 
from the State School there. 

"Of the 1000 deaf -mules iu Pliila- 
iitrached to 
All Sotile'. 
more than '250 of whom ar(> en- 
rolled as eommuicanls."

Up to the time of ^<>\n^ to pr«'.s«, 
the returns show that Gallaudet 
Day was universally wTebratfd a( 
the various institutions for e'liu-at- 
iiij? the 'leaf. 

I'iiis is as it slioiild be, and this 
•vjdesjtread reeoj;nition is a result 
of agitation by the deaf themselves^ 
It is true that the Association of 
1 -aehers of (he Dfaf passed a re- 
Hoiutid last convention, 

held at lh<; (Jliio In.'^titution, recom- 
mend ing a lioliday in all institu- 
tions and the proper observance of 
the day ; but that was simply the 
outcome of work and suggestions 
by the educated deaf. 

The deaf have constantly and 
insistently shown their gratitude 
t ' their first great benefa -tor. 
They have erected a monument to 
his memory in Hartford, as well as 
to his oeaf-mutiC colleagiio, Laurent 
Clerc. Tliey presented each of the 
two a silver pitcher and plate, made 
from coin contribuf4;<l by the deaf. 
And on Kendall Green, fronting 
Gallaudet College (named in his 
honor), there stands a splcndi<l 
bronze statue as a perpetual re- 
minder of the good and unselfish 
and philanthropic work of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet. This statue

The project was inaugurated and 
carried to a successful issue by the 
National Assof;iation of the Deaf, 
and the contributions came from 
every State and Territory of the 
Union.

Permit me lo make my contii- 
butioii to the general make up that 
will appear in the JOURNAL in re- 
gard to Mr, Gallaudet, in thcsr 
words: — 

A small but select crowd, mak- 
ing up in qu;i'ity what it lacked in 
quantity, a^semt^lcd in Ifandel Hall 
on the (Mjcasion of the llllh birtli- 
day of Thomas Ho|ikins Gallaudet, 
to pay tribute to his life, character 
and services. Again those inci- 
dents in his life w(!re recalled, hi^ 
voyag<' to Kiirope in the "Mexico,' 
id search of " the theory and prac- 
tice of deaf-mut" instruction." 

"When he arrived in I^ondon, he 
w 8 in the midst of the most stir- 
ring events in history. Napoleon oc- 
<'Upyiiig the wliole attention of the 
Allies to crush him. Gallaudei 
found hims<'lf thwarted in his at- 
tempts \>y the Braiflwood monopol.y 
and by chance met Sicard and his 
two clever pupils, Ma.ssieu and Clerc. 
The return of Napoleon from Elbji 
had much to do with it, asthe Abbt- 
was a sympathizer with Louis ari<l 
was afr-aid to remain in PVance. 
They gave lectures in London, at 
which Gallaudet was a most interest- 
ed listener and spectator. The 
French gentleman, on learning the 
character of the Americsin, invited 
him to come to i*ari« and learn all 
about the method. 

Then followed the ensanguinnrv 
liattle of Waterloo and the flight of 
NiiK)leon. Clerc has written of the 
bewildering effect it had on hiinsell 
when the English went into a de 
lerium of joy over the result. The 
Abbe and his pupils returned t< 
Paris. Gallaudet remained in 
I.rf)ndon, but finding his path 
strewn with iiripediments turned 
his thoughts fowanfs Sunny France 
where an open door was promise<l 
him. Thither Gallaudet repaired. 
Oh ! what a dawn there was fr<r the 
voyage acro.ss the English Channel 
and for America, wln-n he left be- 
hind the icy. Braid wood and 
nought the broad, open door, flung 
oiK-n by L'Abbe Sicard himself, 
flanked by Massieu and Clerc. 
There was not the least douiit of 
of success the moment that he 
entered the walls of the I'aris In- 
stitution. With fiaifislaking as- 
siduity, he began with the lowest 
class till he reached the highest, 
then in charge of Mr. Clerc. He 
had learned much, but still was not 
a master of the sign-langung*-, and 
he wanteri to return to America. 
Some one who was a master should 
accompany him. He broached the 
subject to Laurent Clerc. The lat- 
ter answers: "Oh yes, I know of 
two bright pupils who will answer 
to your wishes." " N<»," says, Gal- 
laudet, "Thou art the man !" But 
there is troutile ahead. The go'Kl 
Abt)e will not part with Clerc. 
He secui-cs the co-operation of 
his mother by secret correspond- 
ence. An aristocratic pupil of 
Clerc's. a prince from Huvsia, 
flings himself on his teacher, 
and imp'ores him not to cross the 
wean, but the sublime sense of duty 
in Laurent Clerc towards those 
"deprived of hetrring like himself" 
and possibly a dim, shadowy feeling 
of having his name forever linkcl 
with that of Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet, as " the pioneers of Ameri- 
can deaf-mute instruction," in- 
duce^l him to override all op- 
poxifion. The services and sacrifice 
of Laurent Clerc, in abandoning 
country and home ties can scarcely 
estimated, and the wisdom of 



vices, and conning from homes of 
their own, truly it may be said that 
the "Pioneer" had caused streams 
break forth in what miffhtliave been 
di'sert lives and causing them to 
teem with verdure.

but, as its motto tells us, its tiim is 
lo ennolle by eduoiling us. I 
readily attest this. 

As a giiiiriinlee of good faith,! 
give you my name antl address, 
ahich I do not wish published, as 
I do not care to pose publicly as an 
ifinoifimus. I am ignorant, and 
my greatest ignorance is oxenipli- 
fied when I (-ome to read and study 
theological jiffaiis and mjitters. 

Will the JouHNAt. kindly lighten 
my path ? 

I lake great inlertist in churcli 
work amonyr the deaf, and being a 
resident of New York, I natiiitilly 
fetd great interest in the work ot 
St. Ann's. 

In th(! sermon my tsyes listened 
to at St. Ann's one clergyman said : 

"As the yearn move on. we shall see more 
clearly that it was a Kracious, providential 
orderiuK, which led the old parmheH of .St.

word now spoken by llim as be reigns in 
Heaven — Kpliphatha." 

Now, Mr. Editor, sacrileg<' is the 
farthest possible thing from my 
mind, but I ask in all in sin(>ei'it.> 
if the faith that can movi^ motin- 
tains is so sublime and all-endiir- 
intr, why has the all |)i)vverful Lord 
looked down on us deaf peoph^ all 
these years, and not repeated this 
trreat blessing. Sundy there* have 
b(ien those to whom this great {\i\i-{\ 
was a deserving return for theii 
faith. Their f)rayers wert; sincere — 
their faith was siiblimt^ their Ixdicl 
impi cit. 

Almost every detail of the work 
among the deaf centers on this 
verse from scripture.

liattcrn after them. That we 
should iinilale Iheir exjiniples as 
liushands and fjithers, and that we 
should follow in their footsteps in 
the way thoy walk through life. 

"Am I my brother's keeper?" 

No, but when my brother tissuines 
to b<( what I know he is not, when 
he assumes to teach me the path to 
glorious after life, I have a right 
to refuse to follow when I am 
egotistic enough to feel that he is 
not only no better than I am, but, 
bad as I may be tind far from the 
right road as I may have strayed, 
h(> is not only jiol as good, but far 
deeixM- in the wilderness, for he has 
the I horny britirs of hypocrisy to 
fight. 

They always recall to my mind 
the 42d verso of the Oth clmpter of 
the gospel according to St. Luke: 

"Either how canst thou say to 
thy Brother let ini^ pull out, the 
mole that is in thine eye, when 
lliou thy.stdf beholdest not the beam 
that is in thine own. Thou hy- 
Iiocrite, first (iast out the beam that 
is in thine own eyes, and then slialt 
thou ,see dearly lo pull out the 
rnotti that is in thy brother's eye." 

Again, the auxiliary organiza- 
tion, the (Jiiild, the imw Mrother- 
hood of SI. Andrew, etc., are coin- 
polled to limit mombersliip to the 
baptized, with the result that the 
officers are ntirrowed to a veiy 
limited field. The workers of to 
day ate mi'ii who are not known in 
oruanizations outside ot the chiii'ch, 
and many of them lack even the 
inttdligence necessary lo tnako 
them conspicuous in other fields. 

Surely it is not a great honor to a 
miin to be(!ome a successful profes- 
."^ional solicitor of (diarily money, 
and yet men in this lint', in no less 
than three instatices in Greater 
New York, have been elevated to 
the sub-Priesthood. 

Is it any the loss ignoble to solicit 
money from the public to aid a 
work in whitdi the public is only re- 
mote interested, than any of the 
other forms by which deaf-mutes 
come into pos.session of other 
freople's money, by means of the 
"alphabet card" juggle and similar 
(l(>vices that tired-born deaf-mules 
resort to when they ha,ven't ambi- 
tion enoiiirh to earn their bread by 
the sweat of thtiir brow. 

I hope I have shown my since- 
rity, and I trust to be honored with 
a reply.

Editor Jouhnal :— Willi all 
due respect for my friends, the 
Rev. Drs. Crallaudet and Cliamher- 
laiii, !ind with diit^ regard for the 
feelings of all (Hiiieerned, I yel 
think it but fair to the educated 
deaf of this borough and all ollier.>j, 
lie they rich or jiooi-, to sjieak 
against illiterate deaf gentlemen 
holding religious (so-called) ser- 
vices for our (dass of people. 

Ill their personal relation lo Ihe 
deaf these gentlemen may be all 
that can be jisked, but in under- 
taking to condnci religious services 
which they are not mentally 
qualified to do, they not only place 
themselves in a false light before 
others, but in the end do harm, and 
not good, for whitdi, surprisingly 
as it may seem, they receive com- 
pi'iisalion. None of tlie.se gentle- 
men are strictly speaking Chris- 
tians, and neither by right of 
character, education, moral fitness, 
or even inclination, are Ihoy the 
men for t he work. 

To my positive knowledge none 
of lliese gentlemen, with a dontil- 
fnl possiliility of a single exce[)tion, 
are capable of delivering a re- 
ligious discourse. All of them are 
yooil sign-makers ; that is a necos- 
Hiiry (lualiliealion for those who 
undertake to minisler to the deaf, 
lint it is far from being .-ill. They 
ca.n recdic the lesson of lli(> <lay, 
load notices, etc., but when il 
comes to didivcring a sermon, that 
is boycnid their power. 

To show what I mean, let me 
her(> tell of a ci.se in point which 
came under my own ob.'jorv.ilion, 
not such a, long time ago. Kiit(>r- 
ing St. Mark's (Jliurcli just as the 
services licg.in, I noticed that the 
gentleman who occupied the chan- 
cel was an e.xe(dlejit sign maker, 
but soon it was niatle manifesl that 
he jioHsessi'tl no other (|nalilicat>ion 
for the place whicli be occupied, 
but could not fill. His gracelut 
curves and emi»hatic motions did 
not seem to have any charms for 
tlw^ congregation, but for this little 
thing he dill not seein locare. His 
eyes siHMued to be glued upon the 
book Ixd'ore him, and without the 
least i>reteiiHe of bein"- pinusly in- 
clined h<> "rushed" the le.sst.n of 
tlie day witii astonishing s|)eed. 
Such Ix'ing the case, what wondei 
that mi)st fd" the congregation wen- 
indifferent lo what he was suppo.>.ed 
to be saying. They soon were 
carrying on an animated conveisa- 
tioii among Ihemstdves, and thus 
both sides weie ajiparenlly happy ; 
but was this a religious service for 
the deaf? or for wdiat they attend 
(rliurch V I rather think not. 

Tlial men are allowed to condncd 
services uiid<'r iiuthority of the 
(-liurcli Mission for the Deaf, simply 
liecause they arc usidess in other 
lines or have won distinction on 
athhdic fltdds or for some such 
cause, is not only siii prising but 
actiialty discouraging to those who 
would like to see the deaf advance 
in every way. Years ago this may 
have been alt liLjlit. l.ni it is not 
now. 

I have not IIk' Icix imiilit but 
what both Drs. (tallau(l(>t and 
Chamlierlain \Miuld be pl(>ast<d to 
see churtdi work ainonj; the deaf, 
here and (ds(>wher(\ receive* more 
encouiagement and make greater 
advancement ; but the adult de'af, 
taken as a whole>, are a pretty 
l)ri>;lit lol, and are ejuick to deteel 
the incompetent- or those, who shine 
in lhi« reflected liuhl <d' others, and 
that in a nutshell is the real 
reason why ho few e»f the deaf of 
this borough allenel the servie-es at 
St. Mark's Church or become mem- 
bers of the (;uilil of Silent 
Workers. They have not com- 
peleMit deaf nditjiiMis leaders, tiiiel as 
long as su(di a thing eontinne.<, sei 
long will the elecline of church 
work fe)r Ihe deaf continue. 

That such a slate of things is 
not. necessary is shown by the 
ediureh work in Philadeliihia and 
liallimore. Thert" those who minis- 
ter to the deaf are not only deaf 



but also the leaders in their liter- 
ary societies, conventions and often 
in their social affairs; but how is it 
over here or in New York ¥ There 
are no deaf in Hrooklyn who are 
competent to lead in religious mat- 
ters, and as for New York the re- 
ligious affairs of the deaf are 
wholly in the hands of speaking 
gentlemen, while the literary 
society (a foreign one) which has 
already decided lo move into the 
now St. Ann's Churedi, has been the 
laughing slock of the town for a 
nurat)er of years past ; but then 
this last mentioned association 
nourisheil by free rent, free heat 
and free light, if rightly conducted 
may rejrain something eif the grcjit- 
iiess which it htid tifte>en years tigo. 
All hope so, anel also that the 
church services for the deaf, wher- 
ever held, will .hereafter be c.ir- 
tied oil as befits this enJighlened 
age. 

Let there be more deaf gentle- 
men to carry on the religieius ser- 
vices for the deaf ; these nee'el not 
necessarily be men with a college 
training, but it goes without saying 
that they should be Christians in 
practice as wedl Jis in name, with 
briiad common sense, iiatience, and 
fideility to the work lo whiedi they 
consecrate their lives. With such 
men in lli<> lead, it is possibh* that 
in time the services held in Urook- 
lyn feu" the eleaf will be more 
largely attended, and that achurch 
or (diapel of their own will be one 
of the results accomplisheel in 
the near future. . 

Certain "educators" who think 
they know what lliey talk al>ont, 
have? in subsiane'e said that the 
deaf are never salislie><l unless they 
have the earth, with tie sun, moon 
and siais, thrown in as a bonus. 
Sindi asse'iMions are far from true. 
VYoiild they be salisfieel with in- 
conii)(>tents lo coniluct religions 
services forthenisedves and f.imilie^s? 
Are they so charitably inclined as 
to Ha.v: "Never mind, its goe)d 
enough, the>y go throflgh the 
motion and what more can yeiu 
ask y" Not by a jui; full. They 
woultl soon have the incompetenls 
reiiiove(l, and nieire satisfactory 
men put into their pl.aces. That is 
exactly what the deaf over here are 
trying lo do. Will those in 
antliority in the (."hiirch Mission to 
the D(>at^ ple'iisegive this leltertheir 
earnest conside'raliem V It was 
written with the* Ix-sl of intentit>n 
and in htipes that it will tlo some 
goe)d.

The miere)phone)graph is a com- 
bination of the ndcrophone and the 
phoneigraph and is the inventiem of 
Pitif. M. F. Dussand, who oe'cupies 
the chair of physics in the School 
of Mechanics at Geneva, Switzer- 
lantl. This instrument forms the 
basis of what is termeel a system of 
etlncation of tleaf mutes, but whie'h 
in reality is a methe)d of treating 
the weak auditory organs scienti- 
fically and de'veloping them so that 
they will perform their n.atural 
functions. 

To the original appartitus the 
telephone and the cinematograph 
have been added by the editor of 
the Rente Generale des Sciences 
antl the manager of the Paris Teh 
phone Company, who have been 
engaged in the devedopment of the 
system. With this e^ombinalion 
they are enabled to give to the un- 
fortunates alluded to animated 
scenes with all the accompaniments 
of spee'ch, music, laughle»r and 
other sounds which nature has 
heretofore denie'd them. 

The coneiition e)f a large number 
of deaf-mutes is explained by the 
fact that ordinary seninds make no 
impression on the auditory nerve. 
This sensitive organ is not 
infre^quently inactive for want of 
excihition, and, to quote an au- 
thority, " meivement cieate's the 
organ." The usual method of in- 
structing the deaf to .speak is the 
method of visual imitation — that is. 
the teacher calls the pupil's atten- 
tion to the mitvement of his lips, 
and the pupil imitates as nearly as 
pos.sible. This methetd is, of course, 
very far from satisfactory, although, 
being the best hitherto kneiwn, is 
constantly practiced in all schewls 
for tieaf-mutes. But in the system 
recently inauguratt>tl the soiind is 
repeated as many timi^sas nece'ss.iiy, 
and the visual example may aecom- 
pany it. It has also lh<» faculty of 
teaching nieidulation ot t<me, eif 
accent, of music^il intonatiem, all of 
which are im]iONSiMe with labial 
instruction. 

M. (ielle relates an incident where* 
an infant of lliree and a half years, 
.ifter the fourth lesson, commenced 
m he^ar, and ilistinguished between 
sounel and silence. The word 
" piipa, " at first pronoune-e'd in a 
coarse, loud voice, became soft and 
agreeable after a training of the 
auiliti>ry nerve, through the' medium 
of this instrument. 

M. Gelle conchule's his remarks 
on the- uses of the miorophonograph 
thus: 

" Acotistic exercises through mi- 
crophonic action render the eeluca- 
tion of the de'af-mute peistsibie from 
earliest infane*y. 

" The excitatiem of the auditory 
lu^rve and the ne>rvous cavities of 
the ear is manifestly superior to 
all other educatieinal prewesses, be- 
cause it ftdleiws the natural route of 
development of the faulty lan- 
guage, leatls dire'Ctly tothe waken- 
ing of auditiein, and provokes the 
utterane'c of vocal langeiage." 

Experiments have been conducted 
between Paris and Lille with most 
satisfiictory results. The circuit, a 
metallic one, led from the telephone 
tr.'insmitter, actuated by the phono- 
graph, to the ree»eiver at the enher 
extreme of the line. So delicate 
wasthe apparatus that the sound of 
rli*> movement e)f insects was readily 
transmitted and - •^'^^ .....i;!,!,, .><;a 
kiltmielers away.

The Westx'hester County So<Mety 
of the Deaf honored Dr. H, P. 
Peot's birthday by holding an in- 
formal reception and listening to a 
narrativt! of tbe late war with Spain 
from an eyewitness. Mr. Wm. 
Patterson, Company C, 7lst Regi- 
ment, a son of deaf-rnute panMits, 
gave a most interesting stor.\ of the 
war. In turn he gave word pictures 
of the Regiment in camp at Camp 
Black, L. I., and then at Lakeland, 
Florida. The most interesting 
part of the story began with the 
landing of the regiment on Cuban 
soil. To dest-ribe the horrors of 
the climate, weather and conditions 
that confronted them, and the utter 
lack of food and [irotectioii, would 
be bui to repiMt the tales of others 
that have already appeared in 
print. 

Mr. Patterson got s«!parated from 
his reginuint in the Battle of EI 
Caney and in a starving condition, 
fell in with the " tVdored Regi- 
ment " with which he remained, at 
finding foo<l was more plentiful 
with them, and it was two weeks 
before he again joined Co. C. 
Meanwhile he had been posted as 
missing and sui)p08ed killed or cafi- 
tured. At La Guisama he had the 
good fortune to come ii|>on the 
Rough Riders iMmilng Hamilton 
Fish's body from the scene of battle. 
At San Juan Hill .Mr. Patfr«ison was 
in the thick of the battle towards 
the close, Co C. having lieen held 
back, an«/ which has led to (rharges 
against the 7lst ofTicers, wherein 
the captains accuse the colonels of 
cowardi/-e Gen. Smith has ordered 
a court martial to find out the truth. 
Mr. Patterson was a very sick 
man on the arrival of the regiment 
at Mortauk Point, L. I., and barely 
was able to make the journey 
home.
